“Maybe if we had some 
discipline in our schools this 
cost would decline but if the 
cost remains high perhaps 
we will have to start invoic- 
ing the boards of education 
for policing or charging the 
cost back to the municipal- 
ity of the child's origin,” he 
Said. 

“Thave always supported 
the concept of a provinee- 
wide police force and I feel 
that you are wrong with your 
handling of the 
downloading of policing.” 
Mr. Pearcy says. 

“Perhaps the best way 
would be a like charge to 
every household in the prov- 
ince which is served by the 
O.P.P..” he suggested. 

Mr. Pearcy also said he 
was “ very concerned” 
about the break-up of the 
OEP. 


“This concern comes 
from the fact that the Lake- 
field police force will soon 
be operating on our border 
to the north and within a 
kilometre of our schools,” 
he explained. 

“Whoever is advising 
your government on these 
issues is not only engineer- 
ing your downfall but they 
are also making you appear 
rather foolish. 

“Please give some con- 
sideration to the problems 
you are creating for the 
small rural municipalities 
of Ontario.” 


In a letter to Mr. Pearcy 
the Kawartha OPP’s new 
commander Jack Watkins 
sympathized with the mu- 
nicipality’s dilemma. 


Insp. Watkins says the
